Rape viGt ims need help of polte^ crisis center 



Editor, Times-News: ' - - - - 

I recently moved to Twin Falls from another city 
and stole. After reading the article Ui last Tuesday's , 
Times-News about stotements made by Quails and 
Dykas, I was appalled at their attitudes and 
comments evidenced In that article and by what

—If a piece of equipment causes a 
sudden blow to the eye. "Apply cold 
c ompre sses for 15 minutes. Repeat 
each hour os needed, "

water for at least IB' minutes. Hold 
eyelids open during flooding." 

—If sand or dust gets Into the eye. 
"Wash hands. Lift upper eyelid out 
and down ovortjie lower Hd.

—If chemical irritants accidentally 
are rubbed Into tho eye.
